of anthouty , in ſuch perſons, as were inueſted in the ſaid offices and places, the letled 
and oꝛdinary courſe of Juſtice, and of the affaires of State, (if remedy bee not pꝛouided) 
might receine diſturbance, and pꝛeindice, by diſcontinuance, and interruption; The Zzings 
moſt excellent Maieſtie, in His Pzncely wiſedome , and care of the State, ( reſeruing to his 
owne iudgement hearcafter , the rekoꝛmation and redꝛeſſe of any abuſes in milgouernment, vp- 
on due knowledge andexamination thereof, is pleaſed, and hath lo expzeſly lignifed, that all 
perſons that at the time ofthe deccaſc ofthe late King,hisdearely beloued Father, were duely 
and lawfully poſſeſſed of, oz inueſted in any office, oz place of authozity, oz gonernement, 
either Ciuell, 02 Martiall, within this Realme of En.:)and , oz in the Realme of Ircland, 
oꝛin any other his Mateſties Dominions belonging thereunto; And namely, all Pꝛeſidents, 
Tieuetenants, Uicepzeſidents, Judges, Juſtices, Sheriffes , deputy Tieuetenants, Com- 
miſſioners of Puſters, Juſtices of peace, and all others in plate of gouernment, either meaner, 
oꝛ ſuperioꝛ, as afoꝛeſaid; And all other officers and miniſters, whole intereſts and eſtates in their 
offices are determined, oꝛ ceaſed by the meanes afo2e mentioned, ſhall be, and ſhall hold them⸗ 
ſelues continued in the laid places and offices, as foꝛmerly they held and enioped the lame, vntill 

his Maieſties pleaſure be further knowen. 
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Aud that in the meane while, foꝛ the pzeſeruation of the peace, and neceſſary pꝛoteedings in 
matters of iuſtice, and foꝛ the lalety and leruite of the State, all the ſaid perſons ,” of whatſocuer 
degree oꝛtondition, map not faile,cuery one ſeuerally, accoꝛding to his plate, office, oꝛ charge, to 
pꝛoteede in the perfozmance and execution of all duties thereunto belonging, as fo2merly apper- 

tained vnto them, and euery of them while the late Kings Maieſtie was lining, 

And further His Maieſtie doth hereby will and command all and ſinguler His Highneſſe Sub⸗ 
tects,of what eſtate, dignitie oꝛ degree, they, oꝛ any of them be, to be apding helping, aſſiſting, and 
at the commandement of the laid officers and miniſters, in the perkoꝛmante, and execution of the 
ſaid offices and plates, as they, and cuery of them, tender his Maieſties pleaſure, and will anſwere 
fo2 the tontrarp, at their bttermoſt perils, 

And further, His Maieſties Will, and plealure, and expꝛelſle tommandement is, That all oꝛders 
and directions made, oꝛ giuen by the Lo2ds of the Pꝛiuie Counſell of the late King , in his life 
time, ſhall be obeped, and perfoꝛmed by all, and euerp perſon and perſons, and all, and euery thing, 
and things to be done thereupon, ſhall pꝛoceede as fully and amply, as the ſame ſhould haue 
beenc obeyed oꝛ done, in the life of the ſaid late King, His Maieſties moſt deare and entirely 
beloued Father.
